A Soldier’s Death. 


(The following particulars of the death of 
Sir John Moore, are given in a London

The Pyrennean Mountains. 


This prodigious range of mountains ex- 
tends from the Atlantic to the Mediterra- 
nean, a distance of 212 miles; and many 
parts of them are 100 miles in width. 
The roads or passes are four in number. 
The first and greatest is that which Jo- 
seph Bonaparte took on his route from. 
Bayonne to Madrid. This road, for about 
22 leagues, lies through the Pyrennees. 
The second pass is from Perpignan to 
Barcelona, a distance of 50 miles through 
the mountains, where in many places 100 
armed peasants May afrest the march of 
an army, afid where neither houses,’ pro- 
visions, or accommodations can be found. 
The third pass leads from Bayonne to 
Pampeluna, the capital of Navarre; this 
dificult defile is only passable between 
the months of May and October. The 
fourth road is that which leads frem Tar- 
bes in Bigoree to Saragossa. It is a track 
merely pervious to muleteers during the 
summer; butin winter, the wolves and 
snows render it totally impassable. 

There are nearly sixty other narrow 
passes called openings, most of which are 
rugyed, intricate, and hardly passable for 
laden beasts, and even these are frequent- 
ly blocked up with snow. 

The Pyrennees present in profile,a migh- 
ty amphitheatre, declining by steps, about 
400 yards each. ‘The point of Vignemal 
is 3456 yards in perpendicular height; 
from hence is a rapid declivity to la Som- 
ma de Seuha, which is 3214 yards in 
height. The peak of Ania, in height is 
2560 yards. The fourth range dechnes 
to the level of the mountain of Hory, the 
height of which 1602 yards. ‘The level 
of the mountainof Haussa, about thé vale 


height. The 7th is that of La Rbune, a- 
bout St. Jean de Luz, which is $24 yards 
high. The mountain of Aizquibel on the 
border of the sea, and which is the 8th of 
the above series of steps, rises above its 
surface 556 yards.——— This mountain ter- 
minates in a very precipitate decline to 
the very edge of the ocean. The peaks

Fire. 


' Last night this superb edifice as burnt 
| to the ground. We learned that about a 
| quarter past cleven o'clock at night, the 


flame burst out at the lobby windows of 
the front in Brydges-street, while volumes 
of smoke were seen issuing from every 
In lessthan a quar- 


flame over the whole of the immense pile, 
extending from Brydges-street to Drury- 
Lane; so that the pillar of fire was 
not less than 450 feetin breadth. lt is 
impossible for-the mind to conceive any 
thing more magnificent than the specta- 
cle, if the idea of the horror and ruin which 
it brought on the sufferers could have been 
separated from the sublimity of the object. 
In about thirty minutes after its com- 
mencement the Apollo on the top fell in- 
to the pit, and soon after the whole of the 
roof also fell. The reservoir of water on 
the top, which our readers will recollect 
formed, with the iron curtain, the topic of 
réliance for security in the Prolegue with 
which the new Theatre was opened, was 
like a mere bucket full to the volume of 
fire on which it fell, and had no visible «eR 
fectin damping tt. Any attempt to go 
near the flames was totally impracticable 
—and al] that was saved from ruin was 
done by the presence of mind and activity 
of Mr. Kent, a literary gentleman, who 
was the first to discover the flames. He 
hurried to the door and gave the alarm. 
Mr. Powell, the Prompter, and Mr. John- 
son, the Mechanist, with the two watch- 
men, and Mr. Kent, wete the only persons 
present, for being a Friday in Lent, there 
had been no play nor rehearsal. , 
They ascertained that the fire broke 
out in the hall, under the lobby at the 
Brydges-street entry, which has been shut 
up this season, and where some plumbers 
had been at work. It was, when, Mr, 
Kent broke in, confined to that spot; and 
they made an ineffectualatiempt to get 
out the theatre engine, and play on it from 
their reservoir; but im ten or twelve min- 
utes it rau up the front boxes and spread 
like kindled flax. This may, be account- 
ed for from the body of air which so large 
a hollow afforded, and also to the circum- 
stance of the whole being a wooden case, 
Finding it impossible to prevent the de- 
struction of the building, the gentleman 
saved the books from the room called the 
treasury, and they were carried sateiy to 
Mr. Kent’s house, in Tavistock-street.—> 
The only other article saved was a bureau, 
in Mrs. Jordan’s room.. Mr. Kent breke 
the pannels of the door, and brought out 
the bureau. Ali further endeavors were 
rendered impossible, by the excess of heat. 
About a quarter before twelve, a bedy 


of horse-guards, foot-guards,and velunteers 


came to the place, and the engines reach- 
ed the spot from every quarter,¢ but Uiey 
could do nothing. Part of the. wall next 
to Vincgar-yard fell down and’ the house 
of Mrs. Mackbeath, the fruiterer, caught 
fire. The night wus ungommonly fine, 
and the body of fame spread auch a mass 
of light over the motropolis, that everp 
surrounding . object giittered with the 
brightness of gold. r 
Mr. Sheridan was in the House of Cim- 
mons, assisting in the important discus- 
sion of Mr. Ponsenby’s motion. .<The 
house was illuminated by the’ blaze of 
light : and the interest. universally taken 
in the circumstance imterrupted tie de- 
bate. A motion was made to adjourn, 





but Mr. Sheridan suid, with great caim- 
ness, * that whatever might be the extent 
of the private calamity, he hoped it would 
not interfere with the publie business of 
the country.” -He thea left the house, 
and the discussion proceeded. Many of 
his fricnds accompanied hin to the scene, 
but it wastoo late for any effort to be 
made : and all that the engines could ef- 
fect was to save the liouses in V inegar- 








yard, and Russel-street, the roofs of which 
had cought fire, from being burnt down.

Thus within a few’ months, the two 
principal Theatres of this great metrop- 
olis have been destroyed ina similar man- 
ner. Happily, the present confilagra- 
tion has been attended with few of those 
lamentable consequences which marked 
the destruction of Covent-Garden Thea- 
tre. We have heard of-only one human. 
life being lost, and of no serious bodily in-

And while eur ranks have been thus thin- 
ned of veteran soldiers ; men, who at their 
country’s call in the day of battle, would 


have liberally dealt death and dismay a- 


mong opposing hosts; we, with timid ac- 
quiescence, or sullen silence, have pur- 
sued disgraceful preferment,. walking over 
our brothers thus wantonly prostrated.— 
— honor wed with shame? Can lau- 
rels grow on the brambles of disgrace ? 
Will glory thrive in the dank, murky 
awamps of meanness? Shall the hand 
of party jugglers play soldiers for Puppets 
to make the vulgariaugh? And will you 
bow to Punch; pray higher rank—to 
dance on larger wires? But, I address 
myself to soldiers : I will not insult you— 
you are citizens, I will not inflame youu— 
As citizens you know, as soldiers you will 

your rizhts. Let us then, for a 
Moment, suppress the just indi, nation 


which our rank injuriés have fouscd, and” 
examine our cause ; and, while on gre 
hand, we pay sacred regarél to all comsti- 

tutional barriers; let ws not on the other, 

surrender our rights to the imposing sound 

of words; nor a hasty misapprehension of 

terms. ¥ 

The form of our government is repub- 
lican; and it isof the essence of its nature 
that the military must be in @u4ordination 
to the civil authority. We know it: and 
our love of the laws beams honor on our 
swords; for, it is only in the cause of the 
one, that we would ever use the other— 
and what does thisprove ? Subordination 
we well understand +. in civil, or military 
department, it means the seme thing ; 
the grades of order :_ it cannot be misun- 
derstood. But neither the laws cr con- 
stitution of our country have annexed to 
subordination that meaning which has been 
too long practically forced upon us. With 
rulers, sudordination can never mean a 
fower to injure ond destroy; nor, with cit- 
izens, can it ever be understood for rame 
submission to rank injustice. Tyrants,only, 
would enforce, and cowards alone, submit 
to such definition in terms. What, then, 
fellow-soldiers, shall we say to those who 
have endured this in practice? Blot out 
the foul disgrace of the past, by a manly 
attention to the future. 

- The constitution vests the power of ma- 
king appointments in a council : by com- 
missions emznating frem their appoint- 
ments, you and I wear our swords. And 
how long shall we wear them? The /etier 
and sfirit of the constitution, and the laws 
of the Jand would seem to say, UNTIL WE 
SHALL BE GUILTY OF SOME OFFICIAL ACT, 
OF OMISSION, OR COMMISSION, AND BE 
THEREOF ACCUSED, AND CONVICTED, UP- 
ON A FULL, AND FAIR HEARING, BEFORE 
A COMPETENT, AND CONSTITUTIONAL 
TRIBUNAL, So says reason—so says the 
genius of our government—so say the 
laws—and so says the constitution. But, 
fellow-soldiers, what says the conduct of 
our commander in chief, and his council ? 
In the journals of their own acts read the 
dark history of their base and cowardly 
tyranny. In the back ground view thein- 
numerable monuments of their hot per- 
secution, their accursed proscriptions and 
despotism. See there, a host of heroes 
stripped of their swords, and hurled from 
their posts for no fault: banished from 
our ranks by the wicked mandates of fu- 
rious party rancour. 

Fellow soldiers, we are free men: our 
fathers purchased this inheritance with 
their blood; and when expiring on the 
plains of victory they beqteathed it tous, 
with their swords-to defend it. We are 
the sentinels of the laws and of the consti- 
tution, acting under the double obligation 
of citizens and soldiers. Tyranny is our 
foe : foreign, or domestic is the same. 
In the empire of Jaws there is freedom ; 
but submission to. the arbitrary will of any 
man, or set of men, is base slavery. In 
the spirit of these principles and the dury 
of your station, test, by this standard, the 
acts.of your commander in chief and his 
council. Your good sense will draw the 
conclusion ; and your firmness will dictate 
the ‘course to be pursued. Tyranny 
in the civil department moves slowly, , 
and besieges the citadel of Freedom: but 
with the military, she makes rapid strides 
and stcrms it by couft de main. Painful 
as many hate acts of the council-of appoint- 
ment have been to us,we have, in the plen- 
itude of eharity, generally bad the poor 
consoJation to guess some possible rea- 
son ; ¢onjecture some plausible pretext ; 
imagine some ostensible ground of justifi- 
cation, mitigation, palliation or excuse. 
But, fellow soldiers, we are amazed, as- 
tounded, and overwhelmed : we are goad- 
ed almost to madness by a late act of our 
commander in chief and his council! 
Our words cannot express ; nor our hearts_ 
endure the toftture we feel from that des- 
potic edict which tears from us our admir- 
ed friend—our beloved brother—our ser- 
vice-taught herothe author of our pro- 
ficiency—the model of our discipline— 
the pride of our host. © We had cherished. 
a hope ; nay, a firm belief.that he who 
had survived the wounds of savages, and 
the deep bludgeon-bruises of mad men, 
would have escaped the darts of persecu- 
tion, and the javelinsof proscription We 
had believed that the exalted personal mer- 
it, and jong continued public service of 
our ApjuTANT GENERAL would have 
preserved him a monument of abashed. 
tyranny. Having received the cfpoint- 
ment of the patriotic Jay ; the forbearance 
of the venerable CLinton : the admiration 
of the courtly Lewis ; the “raises of the 
heroic WarNeE: ihe friendshif of the im- 
mortal HamMittTon : thc notice of the hon- 
orable Pinkney ; and the favor of the 
godlike WASHINGTON ; we had hop- 
ed that our favorite, encircled in the arms 
of this illustrious group, might have been 
shielded against the rage of a council of 
appointment : nay, against the malice of 
any beings who delightin evil. Soromon 
Van RENSSELAER was a pame dear to | 
the ear, near to the heart of every soldier. 
With soldiers, thatname meant friend— 
brother—pattera—hero—patriot—it was 
sanctified in the blood of his youth, shed in 
his country’s cause at the Miami. But the 
strong arm of despotism has hurled a jav- 
elin which has pierced the shield of virtu- 
ous patriotism, and cleft the helmet of he- 
roic honor.

In 
that country towhose setvic® he hed de- 
Voted his whole lifé ; in whosé catise, he, 
(following the brave example of his val- 
iant father, who now in poverty nurses his 
honorable Wounds) had bravely fought 
and freely bled ; that country, on whose 
justice he had a right to repose lrimself 
for his own comfort and the support of 
his helpless offspriag ; that country which 
is now assailed with mighty dangers, and 
whose fate may soon depend on the firm- 
ness and unanimity of her patriots, and 
the skill and experience of her military 
characters ; in that same country the arm 
of despotism, in a paroxysm of madness 
has hurled proscription at such a man as 
Sotomon Van RENSSELAER !—-Weep- 
ing is not the business of soldiers: but 
such rank, such heaven-provoking imjus- 
tice might start tears from marble. 

But, fellow soldiers, turning with dis- 
gust and abhorrence from such palpable 
injustice, such monstrous tyranny, such 
total destruction of all order, regularity 
and discipline, let us, for a moment take 
another view of the subject, and see if the 
tendency and fiolicy of these measures are 
not as fernicious, as the injustice is fialfa- 
ble. Need we premise that the sword is 
the umpire of the rights of nations—that 
the protection ef every nation is in her 
military arm? 

That.country, which in the days of her 
prosperity will encourage and reward her 
military characters, (no matter how, cus- 
tom will dictate that) shall never, in the 
days of war and calamity call in vain for 
her sons for aid— But, to that government, 
which not only neglects, but even ferse- 
cutes and froscribee men who glory in 
wielding the sword for their country’s 
cause, destruction is near, even at the 
deor. The trump of war will never call 
to the standard of our country, heroes 
banished to foreign climes, or basely 
scouted to the back ground. Balancing 
fates in their sullen retirement, they will 
view with tameness any revolution in 
which they may have less to fear, than 
to hope. Property may influence the 
disciples of Mercury ; they may bow down 
to gold, and worship atthe altar of Mam- 
mon—But the sone of Mars, at the sound 
of the clarion, will fursake all things for 
the standard of glory, the field of fame. 

These few observations may shew that 
the horrid injustice, and baneful policy 
which our council of appointment are pur- 
suing, will not only break down all order 
and discipline in our army, but inevitably 
plunge the nation in ruin. 

But, fellow soldiers, disgraceful and 
scandalous as are the general causes which 
have long produced the effects we lament ; 
it is not from them that we have received 
this last wound, this cruelest cut of all.— 
We have to drink yet deeper into the 
dregs of humiliation : to explore, yet furs 
ther, the regions of angry passions—the 
dark lurking places of devilish mischief, 
the dens of cursed malignant vengeance. 
We must venture onwards, even to the 
confines of the infernals; where fiends, 
and men as vile as they, meet at the line 
to form confederacies, exchange counsels, 
and splice the wickedness of men to the 
designs of devils. Sotomon Vaw Rens- 
SELAER was not born to fal] by a common 
blow—This the savages, at Miami, saw—- 
a ball through his lungs deceived their 
hopes—this the raging mob witnessed ; 
he survived ¢heir deadliest bludgeon-blows. 
Long has the tempest of party rage beat 
idly against him—Deep-rooted. in virtue 
he stood strong:—his branches towered 
aloft; the storms which prostrated the 
surrounding groves were bafiled by his 
strength—their divided fury reared harm- 
less by, nor were his boughs shorn of 
their foliage. But, at last, the lightning 
of vengeance, darting from the Aidden 
clouds of malice, has hit its object, and he 
lies prostrate :—sword, shield, honors, 
laurels, all together. 

But away with figures and allusions.— 
I will speak the bold language of a sol-., 
dier indignant at the wrongs of his bro- 
ther—I will speak intelligibly—let the 
minions of despots tremble. If they 
dare seck me, they shall And me—and 
they shall find that the malice of cowards 
is but a thin shield against a soldier.— 
SoLtomonw Van RenssELaer has fallen a 
victim to the weakness of cur commander in 
chief, and the sufifilences of hie council ; 
both influenced and overawed by the malice 
of the cowardly wretches whom he has chas- 
tised; and who will never dare look uf 
where injured virtue has a friend, Dare 
Governor Tompkins say that the Apjv-

count of “ the affray ?” He dare not—If 
he dare, let him do it, and we will test 
him. Veracity for weakness is a wretched 
barter. Fellow soldiers, the complicated 
wrongs of our injured brother deserve to 
be well understood; for our creed con- 
demns no man without a hearing.

On Saturday last the General sessions of the 
Peace adjourned, after sitting the unusual space 
of three weeks. 

By a late statute the jurisdiction of this ceurt 
is extended toalil crimes except such as affect 
life. 

The last cause Which Occupied the Jury till a 
Jate hour on Friday, was that of Howe. and 
Mirtcei tt, jointly indicted for forging a Check 
on the Merchant’s Bank, in the following words

New-York, 27th Feb’y. 1805. 

** Cashier of the Merchant's Bank in the City 
* of New-York, Pa: 4095, or bearer six hundred 
* and eighty-five 20-100 Doilars. 

“BENJAMIN BUTLER.” 

The Mayor, in charging the Jury, observed 
that the juridical history of no country on the 
earth could furnish an instance of more refined 
stratagem, or more complicated fraud. The 
following facts, disclosed upon the trial, will 
shew how well that observation was warranted. 

On the 27th of February, Mr. John Guest, 
Cabinet Maker, in Greenw ich-street, received 
the following letrer, bearing ihe New-York Post 
mark of that day’: 

“ Brunswick, 29 Feb'y. 1809. 

“ When I wrote you last, I did mor expect to 
trouble you again. : 

“I have réceived another payment of 685 
Dollars which I beg of you to cullect and enclose 
me in bills of 100 Dollars. 

“ You will keep 35 Dollars fora bureau and 
casing ; and pay the freight, if you have enough 
left. You will send ic tothe care of the Rever- 
end Docter Cooper, at Hudson, as soon as the 
river is cpen, which will pot be long first. You 
will please to enclose the writing desk in one of 
the drawers of the Burcau, as my friend did not 
pass through New-York as he expected. Please 
to let me know the price at which you can Ict 
me have a matiogany dining table of about 5 and 
a half feet long,and a handsome Tea Table. 
Please enclose my letwer under cover, well sealed, 
to Messrs. I. & A. Degraw, Branswick, and 

the postage.—I am your obed’t servaat. 
i ae batted ‘ABM. COOPER. 

“I send this by a private hand who will call 
en you or send it to you.” 

In this letter was enclosed the forged Check, 
executed in so masterly a manner as or only to 
deceive the first teller of the Bank, but (accor- 

_ ding to the testimony of Mr. Catlin the Cashier) 
sufficient to have imposed upon him, although 
the vigilance and activity he discovered in his 

of detection shew him to be no easy dupe. 

r. Guest received the money without aay dif- 
ficulty. 

It may be worth while to observe that near 
6 months ago, in the month of December last, 
Mr. Guest had received from this supposed A- 
braham Cooper one or two similar commissions, 
and had innocentiy received money for a forged 
check, which he had remitted without suspecting 
or being suspected, and no detection had ever 
followed tillnow. The two following letters, 
which were not allowed to be read on the trial, 
will in some degree explain why the forger had 
then aud now thought proper to adopt the name 
of Abraham Cooper in order the better to de- 
ceive Mr. Guest: The fact being. that two 

oung lads named Cooper were. apprentices to 

r. Guest, and nephews to the prisoner Howell, 
aud that they had a relation in some distant part 
of Long-Isiand of the name of Abraham Cooper.

It appears from these letters that Howell had 
before made use of Mr. Guest as his instrumen: 
to deceive the Bank, and had used the name of 
Abraham Cooper (the cousin of his nephews) in 
order to reconcile him to the extraordinary idea 
of so much confidence putin him by an utter 
stranger. 
Mr, Guest, a plain dealing unsuspecting mah, 
wri'es to Abraham Cooper the following an- 
swer: 
* Dear Srr, New-York, Feb 28, 1809. 

** Tam under much obligation to you for put- 
ting so much confideuce in one who you have 
never seen I presume, as to trust me with so 
much money. I feel happy todo any thing for 
a friend, and think it no trouble. Be assured, 
Sir, that whenever you want me todo any busi- 
ness that I can perform I will do it with pleas- 
ure. [enclose six hundred dollar notes and one 
fifty, and remains thirty-five dolla:s : wenty cents 
in my possession. I would be glad if you would 
send me word what price bureauI must pack 
up for Hudson, as there is sufficient to pay all 
c . You want to know the price of 5 1-2 
{dor dinitig table—25 dollars. Five foot 18 dol- 
lars: A handsome tea table with turned legs 
and.reeded with castors 17 dollars; ditto with- 
out turned legs and castors 10 dollars. 

“NB AsI shall be anxions to hear that 
you get the money which I have sent you, you 
will do me the pleasure to write as soon as pos- 
sible, so that I may feel contented, is all at pres- 
ent from yeur sincere Friend. 

“JOHN GUEST. 

“Abraham Cooper, to be left at Messrs. 

J. and A. Degraw, at Brunswick N. J.” 

Mr. Degraw, who keeps the stage heuse at 
Brunswick, received a letter dated March Ist, 
apprising him that a letter for Abm_ Cooper had 
been addressed to his care, and requesting him 
to receive it and retransmit it to Silas Fordham, 
New-York. 

On the 2d of March Mr. Degraw did reccive 
Gucst's letter, and on the 3d a second one from 
Abraham Cooper, more earnestly requesting 
him to transmit this letter to Silas Fordham, 
New-York, who (he adds) “ will forward it to 
me should I leave town before it arrives,” and 
concludes, 

* I will have the pleasure of acknowledging 
this favor when I next see you, on my return to 
the southward. 

“* Your obed’t servant, 
‘** ABM. COOPER.” 

Mr. Degraw, of course, suspecting nothing, 
wrote to the supposed Silas Fordham, thus: 

New-Brunewieh, Mareb 3, 1899. 

“ Str—Enclosed is a letter for Abm. Cooper, 
and had it came to hand I would have sent 
it by last mail; but I never got it till last night. 
Please to deliver it to him, and oblige him 
and yours, &c. 

“J. and A. DEGRAW. 

“ Mr. Silas Fordham. 

“ N. B. No expence whatever has been paid 
on Mr. Cooper’s leiter. ].&A.D.” 

So far had the scheme succeeded; and the 
Post-Office was made the instrument to facili- 
tate the fraud upon the bank, and the depository 
ofthe spoil. It only now remained by like cau- 
tious means to withdraw the letter to Silas F ord- 
ham, in which the money was enclosed, and the 
full object was achieved. To this end an under- 
plot was contrived, not inferjoy in finesse to the 

receding inventions. 

A Mr. Ephraim Paine, who had some time 
ago compounded with his creditors not to their 
sa\isfaction, was commussioned by Howell to em- 
ploy some little boy in the street to go to the 
post office and enquire for Silas Fordham’s let: 
ters ; and Jest any thing should cross the enter- 
prize, and expose Paine to detection, and there- 
by subject the principal to the danger of being 
betrayed, another letter was forged to serve as a 
shield to him, and by the preduction of which 
he might be able to make it appear that he had 
been innocently led into the scrape. This letter 
was written in the name of William Hawkins, 
and dated Newark, 27th Feb. 1809, and was in 
these words : 
“ Mr. Paine, No. 23, Bayard-Street, 

New-York. 

*« Dear Sir, I send you this as Iam unwell, 
and can’t come to town, to request you will be so 
kind as to go and geta letter at the post office 
for my friend Silas Fordham,and send it here for 
him by the post to-morrow. 

Your Friend and Servanr, 

Wm. HAWKINS. 

Newar!, Monday, 27th Feb. 1809. 

** T enclose 25 cents for postage.”

steing the boy followed by the constable, he had 
actually warned him, and Paine had gone off; 
but was afterwards, subsequent to the examina 

tion of the prisoners, discovered and recognized 
by little Corse. ° Such then was the refinement 
of this plan, that Paine was no further emtrust- 
ed (according to his testimony) than merely to 
get the letter, withqut knowimg the contents of 
it. He was probably chosen for that end, as well 
on acéount of his poverty, Which made him 
more accessibie to the reward of 25 or 30 dollars 
offered him ; as also that his credit, in. case of 
his becoming informer might be impeached, as it 
afterwards was, on the trial, by a multirud* of 
his dissatisfied creditors. By directing him to 
employ the child, whose tender years might ren- 
der him an incompetent witness, or make his 
evidence of little weight, the danger was one de- 
gree further removed from Paine, and conse 

quently from his employers. And it is 2 curious 
circumstance, that after snch ample detection, 
and so well coneerted a plan of counteraction, 
their should still remain no person to satisfy jus- 
tice, except the innocent child. 

With respect to Mr. Guest, his punctuality and 
hones: reputation were his shield and pro:ection. 
For had he delayed 'o forward the money to hts 
supposed correspondent at Brunswick, being 
once proved to have passed the forged checks, 
the improbability of the story he had to relace, 
that a stranger whom he had never seen, should, 
as he expressed him elf, rast him with so much 
money, would have gained bat little credit ; and 
further enquiry from the real, Abraham Cooper, 
the cousin of his apprentices, who would have 
disclaimed al! knowledge of|:he fact, would have 
confirmed the suspicions against him ; especial- 
ly if 1 had come to light that he had formerly 
passed a forged instruinent-by which the same 
bank had been defrauded.. His innocence might 
not have saved him; an@ an instance might 
have happened rare under ourlaws, yetevident- 
ly possible ; where a worthy citizen might have 
borne the punishment due to a hardened offender, 
and expiated his crime in the State prison. ° 

It now remains to show by what chance the 
true author was discovered, and the guilt brought 
home to the prisoner Howell. 

Some time ago communiéations had been re- 
ceived from Paris, and also secret intelligence 
from Philadeiphia, touching both the prisoners ; 
and Mr. Curtis had observed Mitchell, whom he 
did not at that time know, walking backwards 
and forwards, and eyiag him sharply at the time 
he detained little Corse in Maiden-lane. War- 
rants were issued, they were both arrested, and 
separately examined. Their examinations con- 
firmed the suspicion. Amongst their papers 
were found blank Philadelphia checks, and simil- 
itude of hand writing was discovered between 
their writings and thosé of the letters above 
spoken of Two different kinds of letter paper 
were found with distinct water marks, one of 
which corresponded wih the letter sent to Guest, 
and one with that received by De Graw. How- 
ell stated himself to bea physician, and that he 
had been 20 years absent from his native coun- 
try ; that he was borng in Southampton, in Long- 
Island ; that he had returned about two years a- 
go from France, since when he had done no kind 
of business ; that his companion, Mitchell, and 
he had come from Philadelphia together to spend 
part of the winter ; thar Micchell was in a com- 
mercial line, but he could nor tell of any dealings 
he had with any person. Mitchell, on his part, 
said he was aperfect gentleman, and refused to 
give any account of his private ‘ife, not thinking 
himself obliged to satisfy any body. And gave 
no further account of his family than that his 
mother lived in Bosten. It was not till some 
days after their arrest that Paine was discovered 
and taken. 

When ihey were called on their trial, and put 
to the bar, and apprized of their right to perernp- 
tory challenge, the prisoner Howell made a short 
address, delivered in good terms, and ina pol- 
ished tone, siating that he had been 20 years ab- 
sent from his native laid, and had ne knowledge 
of any of the genilemen on the jury pannel ; 
therefore woquested of their candour that éf any 
of them been prejudiced by ruméur against 
him, or had made up their mind, that they might 
voluntarily de¢ttine to sit in judgment opone 
whom they had already condemned. 

After several-peremptory challenges on be- 
half of each prisoner, and after the Jury were 
empannelled and sworn, it was asked of the 
court that they might léave the bar and sit with 
their Counsel, which was allowed to them.— 
The evidence was chieflv circunistantial, but, 
strong and connected. Besides the facts above 
stated, it will be sufficient to relate some of the 
principal features as the detail of so long a trial 
would be necessarily tedious. _ 

It appeared from the evidence of Mr: Butler, 
that Mr. Howell had been long known to him ; 
that he had once rendered some service to his 
brother, which disposed him to receive him in a 
friendly manner; that for six weeks or two 
months past he had come without the intermis- 
sion of a day to his office, saying, that as he was 
an idle man it was an amusement to read the 
ae and hear the news. Mr. Burler’s check 

k was always exposed, so that he could see 
the numbers which he dreweach day. The very 
day of the forgery he had been there, and the 
next day, and until the very morning of the dis- 
covery. The preceding: day Mr. B. had drawn 
checks numbered 4088—-89—90—91—92. Con- 
sequently on the 28th, the day the forgery was 
committed, he was to begin with No. 4095S, and 
the forged check being No-4095 was calculated 
as exactly as posible to answerto the number 
Mr. Butler might naturally use about the middle 
of that day. The prisoner Howell] had ofien 
conversed upon the subject of forged checks, and 
enquired with seeming curiosity touching a for- 
mer forgery of a check of Mr. Franklin by one 
Griffin : and asked upon whom the less had fal- 
len. and how the thing was effected. With re- 
spect to Paine, it was proved that he had no such 
access to the check book of Mr. B. and that he 
was incompetent to the execution of sych a for- 


rt was also proved that.Howell had about this 
time seen his nephew, Mr. . Guest's ice, 
and had a conversation with him about Abraham 
Cooper’s letter and Mr. Guest’s sending the mon- 
ey to Brunswick ; and that he had formerly, a- 
bout six months ago, 3bout the time of the notes 
and checks above mentioned, had similar con- 
versations. Though the witness said he did not 
know what put it in his-uncie’s head to ask such 
questions, and supposes. it was he himself who 
began the conversation. , 

Ira also from Paine’s testimony who 
came forward in the light of an approver that he 
had performed the same agency for the prisone- 
Howell on a forfmer Occasion, namely, that of 
surreptitiously withdrawing a letter from the 
Post-office; although further me that he did 

ear to have been entrusted. 
Mr Degrax also proved that the two prison- 
ers had been together at his house in Brunswick 
in the last fall. 

Mr. Amos Broad, who was imprisoned in 
Bridewell in a room between those in which the 
prisoners were respectively confined, testified, 
that he had heard them converse through their 
grates on the subject of their impending trial, 
and observe to each other that unless Pzine turn- 
ed state’s evidence ,no one else could convict them. 

But the strengest piece of testimony against 
Howell was a letter admitted to be in his own 
writing, which he had given toa prisoner tobe 
conveyed to Paine ; ‘was in the following ambig- 
yous and cautious but suspicious terms. 

“Jf, under the influence of fear, to justify 
yourself, you have said any thing to injure me, 
you have done wrong. Ir can only serve to in- 
jure us both equally. Ifyouhad ary suspicion

The sentence Pcowen was respited, at the 
request of his counsel, until the supreme court 
should determine upon the validity of an excep- 
tion taken to the competency of Mr. Butler up- 
on the ground of interest. For although the 
check was paid, and the money afterwards re- 
stored to the Bank, and the account of Mr. But- 
ler credited for the sum, so that his interest w2s 
not altered with respect tothe Bank; and al- 
though he had moreover. been released by the 
Baok ; yet it was urged that this might be a real 
transaction with a person of the name of wr" 
er; and as there was no release from him, Mr. 
Butler migh: still have an interest in 
check tobe a forgery, and discharging himself 
from his responsibility to such person. 
The prisoner Howell is of middie stature, a” 
genteel person and address—a sharp intelligent’ 
countenance, rather pale, with a physiognomy 
expression of the polish that results from habits 
of varied society and knowledge of the world. — 
Mitchell has less appearance of fashion, less 
grace or gentiliry in his deportment, and a look 
of more unmannered assurance. His person 
however is noc bad ; he has a fresh complexion, 
dark hazel round full eyes, with a peculiar cast, 
and his countenance something imapaired by red- 
ness towards the end of his nose.
